Nominated at Philadelphia Today 


Roosevelt Announces He will Accept, 
Tremendous Ovation 


Given Him at His Every Move in the Convention HalL 


McKinley's Name Provokes the Wildest Enthusiasm, 


Names of Long and Dolliver Not Brought 


Before the Convention, Depew Jokes 


Philadelphia, Pa., June 21—A cloud- . 


less sky and a cool, 
bracing breeze 


made ideal conditions for the last day 


of the convention. 


After all the smoke at the conflict of 


the last few days every one woke this 
morning to the common belief that Mc- 
Kinley and Roosevelt would be the 
ticket of 1900. 


The last vestige of doubt had gone. 
The early hour for convening set the 


crowd in motion and by 10 o'clock the 
hall was uncomfortably filled. 


The heat was opressive. 
The first enthusiasm was aroused 


when the Kansas delegation marched 
down the aisle with a white banner 
with big black letters: "Kansas is for 
Roosevelt." 


Governor Roosevelt 
was 
given a 


great demonstration as he entered and 
so was Hanna, 


The big band from Canton, Ohio, the 


home of the president played the na 
tional anthem. 


Senator Lodge called the convention 


to order at 10.38 o'clock. Archbishop 
Ryan of Philadelphia offered prayer. 


<~uar Withdraw* Amendment 


At the close of the prayer, Mr. Quay 


was recognized 
and 
-withdrew 
his 


amendment to the rules' of representa- 
tion. The rule was then adopted as re- 
ported, amid cheers from, the southern 
delegates. 


Proceed to Nominate 


Senator Lodge announced that the 


next in order was the nomination of 
presidental 
candidates. 
There was 


great cheering. 


Alabama was recognized, and a tall, 


swarthy southener rose, stood on his 
chair, and shouted, "Alabama yields 
to Ohio." 


This was the signal for Senator For- 


aker, who was recognized. 


He advanced to the platform and 


amid the wildest demonstration began 
his speech, placing McKinley in nomi- 
nation. He was repeatedly interrupt- 
ed by cheers. 


Senator Foraker's Tribute 


Senator Foraker said: "McKinley is 


already nominated three times anS now 
he is nominated by the whole peonle. 
His record, is replete with brilliant 
achievement, which comprehends peace 
and war and it is no exaggeration to 
say that in all American history there 
is no chapter more brilliant. 
The 


American name has greater signifi- 
cance now and the flag has a new 
glory. In the name of republicans 
everywhere I nominate as the candi- 
date for the presidency, William Mc- 
Kinley." 


Pandemonium Loose 


Pendemonium broke loose at 
the 


closing sentence. 
Former 
outbursts 


paled before the 
cyclone of, sound. 


Everyone stood, waived and yelled. 


State standards were wrenched from 


their places1 and borne aloft, great para 
pas were waved furiously and. there 
was a tempestuous sea of colors. 


It was renewed with fury when Sena- 


tor Hanna seized one of the plumes 
and waved it from the stage. 


This continued eleven minutes. 
It was renewed again when Indiana 


started to rush to the platform carrying 
the state stand. 


The plume demonstrated was follow- 


ed by a grand doxology, the singing, of 
John Brown's Body, the galleries join- 
ing in and the delegates leading. 


Hooievelt's Brown Studr 


Governor Roosevelt was recognized 


at 32.28 and there was another most 
enthusiastic demonstration. He began 
his speech seconding the nomination of 
McKinlQy. 


During the speech of Senator Foraker 


Governor Roosevelt caid attention so 
strictly that there was almost an an- 
xious look upon his face. Once or twice, 
however, he got away from hlg inten- 
sity and applauded. 
When Senator 


Foraker finished Governor Roosevelt 
arose with the rest, but undoubtedly 
with the prospect of his own nomina- 
tion on his mind he only stood silent, 
not joining in the cheers, both hands in 
hia Dockets. 


But as Senator Foraker came down 


the aisle he grasped him by the hand, 
slapped him on the shoulder laughing 
aloud. 


That Magical Name 


Chairman Lodge, as the hurrahing 


began to subside, made ass. effort to re- 
store order, but this was only the 
signal for the crowd to again break 
loose. It was exactly 15 minutes when 
order was restored ana Mr. Lodge an- 
nounced: 
"The chairman recognizes 


Governor Roosevelt of New York." 


Again the magic of that name sent

He stepped out into the aisle, strode 


up the platform looking neither to the 
right nor left, and then turned, survey- 
ing the sea of waving, cheering hu- 
manity. 


KoosPveJt's Speech 


Governor Roosevelt said in part: "I 


rise to second the nomination of Wil- 
liam McKinley, because with him as 
leader, this country has trod the path 
of national greatness and prosperity 
with the strides of a giant, and be- 
cause, under him, we can, and -will, 
once more and finally overthrow those 
whose success would mean for the 
nation material disa&ter and moral dis- 
grace. Exactly as we have remedied 
the evils which, in the past, we under- 
took to remedy, so, now, when we say 
that a -wrong; shall be righted, it most 
assuredly will be righted. 


"We have nearlv succeeded in brins- 


ing peace and order to the Philippines. 
We have sent thither, and to the other 
islands towards whose ^habitants we 
now stand as trustee in the cause 
of good government, men like Wood, 
Taft and Allen, whost very names are 
synonymous of integrity and guaran- 
tee of efficiency. 


"Appointees like these, chosen, on 


grounds of merit and fitness alone, are 
evidence of the spirit and methods in. 
and by which this nation must ap- 
proach its new and serious Duties. Con- 
trast this with what woald be the fate 
of the islands under the spoils system 
so brazenly advocatea try our oppon- 
ents in. their last national platform'. 


"The war still goes on because the 


allies in this country of the bloody in- 
surrectionary oligarchy have taught

FATHER CLARK IN CHINA, 


I<etier Fraxa the Founder of tb« 


Christian Endeavor Society. 


The Rev. F. E. Clark, widely known 


throughout the country as the founder 
of the Christian Endeavor movement, 
who IB traveling around the world with 
his wife and son, writes from China 
under date of May 10 as follows, says 
a Boston dispatch to the New York 
Sun: 


"We are journeying by rail from 


Pao-Ting-Pu to Pelting, 100 miles by 
rail In five hours and eight miles by 
cart in three hours more. We are in 
the midst of the Borer country, and 
the Christians are very much terror- 
ized. 
Some do not dare go ont ol 


doors. Near Pao-Ting-Fu there was a 
battle the other day between the Bor- 
ers and the Catholic Christians, and 
80 Boxers were killed. At Tung-cho,

F. Z. C1ABK, 


where we are going tomorrow, thej 
have been in a great fright, and lasi 
week the missionaries were in great 
danger, but the magistrate arrested 
the leader of the Boxers and beat hire 
unmercifully until he had fainted three 
times. 
That frightened the rest 01 


them, and they have been more decem 
since. 


"They say the Christians have poi 


soned the wells and buried a boy anc 
a girl alternately under all the sleeper; 
of this new railroad. It has not rained 
for nine months until three days ago 
and that was laid to the foreigners 
too, 
but a good, soaking rain came 


then and averted the famine, and the 
tension was relieved. 


"I have a trusty gun in my hip pock- 


et, and as the Boxers have only spears 
and bows and arrows and are greatly 
afraid of firearms, I don't feel anxious, 
though Mrs. Clark is a little nervous. 
All these troubles, however, have prac- 
tically p\it a stop to Christian work in 
the country districts, and I have not 
been able to do so much-as in the south 
for Christian Endeavor. However, we 
have got an organization started foi 
north China, and I think good results 
will follow. 


"One week more, and we sail for 


Vladivostok, a ten days' journey on a 
Japanese steamer, and then 30 days 
across Siberia. I hope to reach Lon- 
don between July 1 and 5, but every- 
thing is uncertain. We shall be glad 
to get out of north China." 


Boston, June 21.—On Tuesday alt Mr.

At this time the wind at the observa- 


tory, about 600 feet above the general 
level of the surrounding country, had 
fallen to a calm, and the small revolv- 
ing cups which register the velocity had 
ceased to turn. 
The kites entered this 


calm belt at a height of about 700 feet 
above the hill, and fell rapidly to the 
ground. 


The highest point was reached with 


4% miles of music wire as a flying1 line, 
supported by five kitea attached to the 
line at intervals of about three-fourths 
of a mile. 
The kites weire box kites of 


th« improved form devised at the ob- 
servatory. 
They have curved surfaces, 


modeled after the wings of a bird. The 
three kites nearest the top of the line 
had an area of between 60 and 70 square 
feet eiach, and the two others about 25 
feet each.

New Electrical Lamp. 


A German electrical paper describes 


a new form of arc lamp' which has re- 
cently been patented 'and is said to 
have great advantage. It does not 
consume carbon rods, like the ordinary 
lamp, but maintains Its arc between 
platinum surfaces in a vacuum, saya 
the New York Sun. The lamp consists 
of a glass bulb, in the Interior of 
which, in place of the customary car- 
bon rods, regulated by more or less 
complicated 
mechanism, . are two L 


shaped pieces of aluminium pointed 
with platluum. The arc plays between 
these In a vacuum, the bulb being ex- 
hausted highly. It is asserted that 
regulation—or starting the arc, rather, 
for it requires no regulation—Is accom- 
plished by a simple pendulum motion 
of the bulb. The lamp IB said to be

It Has Been Called the Convention 


CUty—©C Late Yearn CTUonffo Has 
Been More Deserving; of the Title, 
Nominating a President—The Firat 
National Convention. 
Baltimore has been the scene of 12 


national conventions, more than any 
other city in the United States, saya 
the New York Bvenlug Sun. It came 
to be called Convention City. The first 
national convention of the Democratic 
party was held there in May, 1832. 
The Democrats convened there again 
in 1836, in 1840, 1844, 1848, 1852, 1800 
and 1872. 
Whig national conventions 


•were held In Baltimore in 1844, 1852 
and 1856, and the Republican national 
convention met there in 1864. Chicago 
of later years has been more deserving 
the title. The Bepubllcans made Chi- 
cago their choice in 1860, the famous 
convention at which Lincoln was nom- 
inated. 
Since then the Windy City 


has been the scene of the following na- 
tional conventions: Democratic, 1S64; 
Republican, 1888; 
Republican, 1880; 


Republican and Democratic, 1884; Re- 
publican, 1888; Democratic, 1S82; Re- 
publican and Democratic, 1896. 
New 


York city seems to be shunned by na- 
tional conventions. 
The Democratic 


convention of 1868 is the solitary rec- 
ord. Kansas City gets its first national 
convention this year. The Republicans 
this year went back to the scene of 
their first national convention, 1856. 
The Republican national convention ol 
1872 was also held in Philadelphia. 
The only other cKies in which national 
conventions of the big parties have 
been held are Washington (Whigs, 1832), 
Harrisburg (Whigs, 1836 and 1840), 
Cincinnati (Democrats, 1856 and ISSO 
and Republicans, 1876), St. Louis (Dem- 
ocrats, 1876 and 1888, and Republicans, 
1896) and Minneapolis 
(Republican, 


1892). 


Until the constitutional amendment 


of 1604 the president and the vice pres- 
ident were voted for on the same bal- 
lot, the man with the second highest 
number of votes becoming vice presi- 
dent. The presidential electors have 
not always been chosen by popular 
vote. Before 1SOO it was the genera) 
custom for the state legislatures to 
choose the electors, and it was not until 
1828 that presidential electors were 
chosen in nearly all the states by pop- 
ular vote. As late as 1876 the Colorado 
legislature chose the three presidential 
electors to represent that state. 


There is nothing in the constitution 


to prevent any state legislature naming 
Its owa electors without appeal to the 
people provided such a method of elec- 
tion Is prescribed by the state laws. 
From 1800 to 1824 presidential candi- 
dates were chosen by the members of 
congress in caucus. In 1824 the elec- 
toral college failed to make a choice 
from the candidates so submitted, and 
the matter went to the house of repre- 
sentatives. 
Four years later Tennes- 


see's legislature nominated Andrew 
Jackson without any reference to the 
congressional caucus. 
His opponent, 


John Quincy Adams, was nominated 
in the old way, but that was the end 
of presidential nominations by congres- 
sional caucus.

Interesting Construction of New Rich, 


mond Hotel Flooring 


The work of lay In* &e flre proof 


floors of the new Richmond hotel has 
been in progress for some days, and 
as the first work of the kind ever done 
in this city, has attracted consider- 
able attention. The hotel, as announc- 
ed when the plans were given out, will 
be what is known as an absolutely flre 
proof structure, and will be as nearly 
safe from flre as it is possible for mod- 
ern ingenuity to make it. 


There will be no woodwork about the 


building itself, except the window cas- 
ings, doors, etc. The walls are of steel 
and brick, and the floors and walls are 
of the Roebling fireproof construction, 
which is held to ba the most perfect of 
any fire proof material. 


The construction of the floor is pe- 


culiar. Between the steel beams and 
girders ares mailer iron beams, be- 
tween which steel netting Is stretched. 
On this is laid a mixture of sand, ashes 
and Portland cement. The proportion 
is about 6% parts of sand and cinders 
to one of cement, while about twice 
as much cinder as sand is used. This 
makes a solid flooring, which is im- 
pervious to flre, and at the same time 
comparatively light. 


The ceilings are built in about the 


same way, the plaster being laid on 
the wire netting-, without any wood- 
work whatever. At the present time 
the flooring, except on the first and 
part of the fifth floors has been laldt 
and work will begin naxt week on the 
partitions. 


In furnishing the house under the 


fireproof scheme, the office floors will 
be laid with tile,, while in the rooms 
the cemeriFHooring will be finished off 
smooth and carpets will be laid on the 
cement, nailed to strips set In the lat- 
ter1. In this way there will need to be 
no wood floors in the buildin™. 


There will be fire stairs, entirely en- 


closed in brick walls with iron doors 
on the different floors, and on the side 
of the building1 towards the present 
Richmond house will be automatic 
sliding iron doors, which if accidentally 
left open will close of themselves if 
fire should raise the temperature to 
a certain degree.

He does not understand it, 
but the fly boys all about him, young 
enough to be his sons, rush through 
their tasks and are out and gone while 
he is still laboring over his. Slowly but 
surely it is being borne in on him that 
he cannot compete with them. 


In the manager's office he is already 


becoming a problem. Customers have 
begun to complain of his slowness. A 
man, not intentionally cruel, called out 
that he wanted somebody who was alive 
to wait on him; not that old fossil. A 
woman complained that he had not 
matched a sample and asked why they 
kept blind people. The old clerk heard 
them, and it sounded like the knell of 
his own foreboding thoughts. He knows 
that the time is coming when he must 
go. He has seen it happen before with 
others. First he will be retired to some 
other department, with less work and 
less pay. They will remember for a 
time the many years of faithful service 
in which ho has seen the firm grow from 
small beginnings to present wealth.

March 31, Is given by a Boer corre- 
spondent who was with General Do 
Wefs force on that occasion, says the 
New York Sun. The conception and 
execution of the operation, which la 
described with great simplicity and 
clearness, stamp General De Wet as a 
brilliant officer and strategist, and, un- 
less his career is cut short in the 
chances of war, he seems destined to 
take high rank as a partisan leader. 


When the British column of some 


2,500 men, 
belonging 
to 
General 


French's division, occupied* Thaban-! 
chu, General De Wet was with his ' 
force near Brandport 
On learning 


the strength of the British he started 
with the commandos under Comman- j 
dants Plet and Christian De Wet and 
Andrles Cronje in the direction of 
Thabanehu, the total force not exceed- 
ing 1,600 men. On March 30 they were 
in laager at Marai's farm, about 15 
miles southeast of Brandport, when 
word was received that the British 
had struck camp at Thabanchu and 
were preparing to retire on Bloemfon- 
tein. It was afterward learned that 
they had heard of the presence of Gen- 
eral Olivier east of Thabanchu and 
feared an attack from that quarter. 
General De Wet immediately decided 
to strike at the retreating column and 
selected the valley in which the Bloem- 
fontein waterworks are situated as 
the point of attack. Orders were given 
on the same afternoon, March 30, for 
a forced march during the night, and 
the start was made at 7 o'clock in the 
evening. Eight guns accompanied the 
column, but the train was reduced to 
the smallest number of wagons possi- 
ble, and the march was made rapidly 
and quietly, none but the leaders know- 
ing the destination. 


Toward morning the column bad 


reached the hills overlooking the val- 
ley, and the scouts reported that the 
British force was encamped near the 
waterworks. On learning the disposi- 
tion of the British General De Wet de- 
veloped bis plan. The valley, which 
is about three miles wide, extends in a 
southwesterly direction, opening out 
into the plain east of Bloemfontein. 
The waterworks are situated at the 
upper end of the valley, some 20 miles 
east of Bloemfontein. About 2% miles 
below the waterworks the Koorn spruit 
crosses the wagon road running from 
Thabanchu to Bloemfontein and joins 
the Modder river, which also runs 
through the valley. At the polnt^where 
the road crosses the ISIoorn spruit there 
Is a drift rather difficult to pass. Com- 
mandant Christian De Wet moved 
down into the spruit with 400 men and 
took up positions where they could in- 
tercept the enemy in the event of his 
retreating toward Bloemfontein. They 
were entirely concealed and in a posi- 
tion of great natural strength, where 
they waited for the British like hunt- 
ers waiting for their game. Comman-' 
dants Piet De Wet and Cronje, with 
the remaining 1,200 men, then moved 
round to the British rear and planted 
their guns on a range of kopjes over- 
looking the British camp, where they 
Waited for day. 


So soon as the light enabled them to 


aim the Boers opened fire on the Brit- 
ish, who, taken completely by surprise, 
made no attempt to return the fire, but 
hurriedly struck their bivouac and fc€- 
gan a precipitate retreat in the direc- 
tion of Bloemfontein down the road 
across the spruit. Believing the force 
in their rear to be that under General 
Olivier 
from 
east of Thabanchu, 


they made no attempt to reconnoiter 
their front, but pushed blindly on into 
the trap prepared for them. 


Commandant Christian De Wet pas- 


sively waited until the British wagon 
train was in the drift and two wagons 
had actually crossed the stream before 
he gave the order to flre. The Boers 
then sprang up and poured In a deadly 
fire with their Mausers. The British 
were panic stricken. 
The cftvalry, 


breaking away to the south, made 
their escape good and left the infantry 
to take care of themselves. The trans- 
port train was thrown into wild con- 
fusion, the animals, maddened by the 
etlng of the Mauser bullets, reared and 
plunged, overturning several wagons, 
and the infantry, unable to extricate 
themselves from toe fire in front and 
rear, after a brief resistance surren- 
dered. The Boers promptly removed 
the killed and wounded animals from 
the wagons and started the train back 
to prevent its recapture. There was 
socas desultory firing during the rest 
of the morning, but the affair was 
practically all over by 9 o'clock. 


The number of prisoners captured 


was 408. Seven guns with more than 
100 rounds of ommuaition each were 
taken along, with 110 wagons loaded 
with provisions and ammunition, 1,400 
draft animals, 80 cavalry horses, 550 
Leo-Metford rifles and 20 carts. Dur- 
ing the afternoon a strong British 
force marched out from Bloemfontein, 
but tho Boers having effected their 
purpose retired north carrying their 
prisoners and booty away with them 
unmolested. The moral effect of tho 
bjov.' struck greatly encouraged tlie 
burghers, and General D* Wet, speak- 
ing of it afterward, said, "We feel that 
the war has only just begun, and wo 
have every reason to be hopeful of the 
rasult."

and Thunder of Battle. 


A warhorse is broken to ta steady 


nnder fire by tying ropes to his legs. 
While the animal is down on the ground 
the officer takes a pistol and fires it 
close to his ear. Then in rapid order he 
fires the weapon over his back, under 
his neck, between his legs, anywhere 
that an opening presents itself during 
the horse's futile struggles. Not until 
he sinks back exhausted, all a-tremble 
and showing the whites of his eyes, does 
the pistol practice cease. 


After two or three lessons of this kind 


it ia consideredieafe to mount him with 
a bridle furnished with a curb bit. Up 
to this time the horse has never felt a 
curb. The light snaffie is still retained, 
and the curb bridle 13 only given a gen- 
tle pressure at first, just enough to let 
him know that it is there. Gradually 
the strength of the pull is increased, 
and with this safeguard the horse is 
taught to stand fire from his rider's pis- 
tol or carbine. 


In carbine practice the horse must be 


thoroughly broken, as both hands are 
required in using this weapon, whereas 
with .the pistol the rider may retain the 
bridle with one hand. 


Then comes saber practice, and that 


is another trial to the .horse. Again is 
he thrown to the ground, and he proba- 
bly can't understand why he should 
have to suffer this indignity all over 
again, for he has learned that lesson 
very well. But when the bright blada 
of the saber, with quick thrusts flash- 
ing before his eyes and cutting the air 
in close proximity to his ears, appears 
to him he is again terror stricken. 


But the lesson he has learned from 


the sinell of gunpowder stands him in 
good stead, and he soon gets over his 
fear. And even with a man on his back 
and another mounted upon a seasoned 
horse coming at him with saber raised 
in the air or slashing left and right he 
knows that it is all a part of his educa- 
tion and something to ,be expected. So 
he stands his ground or cavorts about 
the other horse while the two troopers 
indulge in their saber practice.—New 
"Xork World.

Steel wool is a machine produced ma- 


terial that is used as a stibstitute for 
sandpaper. 
It is composed of sharp 


edged threads of steel, which curl up 
together like vcool, or somewhat as the 
wootl fibers of the familiar material 
known as excelsior curl up together, 
though the steel wool is very much 
finer, the finest of it being not much, 
coarser than the coarsest of natural 
wools. The steel wool is put up in 
packages containing one pound each. 
These are something like rolls of cot- 
ton batting, but smaller, a pound of 
steel wool, loosely packed, making, 
rolled in paper and open at the ends, 
a package perhaps 15 inches long and 
ttvo or three inches in diameter. 


Made in various degrees of coarse- 


ness, steel wool is put to a variety of 
uses, the finer wools for polishing wood 
and metal, and the coarser for rub- 
bing down paint and varnish. 
It is 


often used on special parts of work, 
while, for example, on the flat surfaces 
of a door a man would use sandpaper 
with a block back of It; for the mold- 
ings he would use steel wool, which fits 
Into the crevices and conforms itself 
to irregular shapes. 
Such work can 


be done with steel wool far more readi- 
ly and quickly than with sandpaper, 
and it is used with like advantage on 
irregular and small surfaces and on 
carved work. 


Besides the steel wool there Is a 


coarser material of the same kind call- 
ed steel shavings, which is put to vari- 
ous uses, as in taking off old paint or 
varnish and in polishing wood before 
painting, and it is used on bowling al- 
leys and on floors for smoothing and 
cleaning them. 


Sandpaper clogs in use, steel wool 


breaks down. The wool is commonly 
used with gloves to keep the ends from 
sticking into the fingers.-^Tew York 
Sun.

Every hive should have an alighting 


place of some kind in front of the bees. 


The frames of comb that generally con- 


tain pure honey are mostly found in the 
outside combs. 


Care should be exercised when taking 


comb honey to drive the bees from it at 
once and get the honey as soon as possi- 
ble. 


The first jSymptoms we have indicating 


that drone Ikying queens are invading the 
hive is the irregularity of the eggs in the 
cells.

taken out is much better than that which 
is taken out as soon as it is capped. 


In every cage where comb is to be

CAR FARES IN GERMANY. 


Method of Collection and In- 


spection Prevents TTpee Rides. 


The chances of evadin » fares on the 


street cars of German c ties are very 
slight. When a passenger steps on a 
car, the conductor immediately asks 
where he is going and taen prepares 
his ticket, which serves also as a re- 
ceipt for the fare. Tbe preparation of 
a ticket consists only in detaching it 
from a block and punching it or mark- 
ing it with a pencil. 


This process involves much more 


work than the simple process of ring- 
ing up the fares, as conductors do ini 
America, bat the task is lightened by 
the fact that only a certain number of 
persons are permitted to ride on a car 
at the same time. The number of sit- 
ting and standing places is plainly 
marked on each car. If a car is de-, 
signed to carry 30 persons, no more 
than 30 persons will be permitted on 
that car at the same time. When any- 
thing in Germany is forbidden, it is 
settled once for all. 


In order .that every person who rideS| 


shall get the prescribed ticket inspect- 
ors are employed who spend their time 
in ascertaining whether the conductors, | 
are doing their duty. These inspectors ' 
step into the cars and ask the passen- , 
gers for their tickets. They note the j 
number of the tickets and whether they 
correspond with the stubs retained by I 
the conductor. The clerk who gives 
out the blocks of tickets to the con- 
ductors notes the number of the upper- 
most ticket and at the return, of each 
block collects from the conductor who 
returned it as many fares as there are 
tickets detached. 


The rate of fares varies from 2% 


cents to 5, according to tbe distance. 
Small children are carried for one-half 
fare, and any one for the sum of $2.50 
may secure a ticket which entitles him 
to ride as much as he wishes for one

But the interesting1 cir- 
cumstance about all this is that the 
scandal ia supposed to reflect on the 
democratic party of the Union, and 
that it may have, indeed it must have, 
an effect on the prospects of that party 
ia the coming election. The Tammany 
organization, based, as Abram S. Hew- 
itt said, "on the cohesive power of pub- 
lic plunder," is in reality strictly local, 
and works mischief, and mischief only, 
to the party to which it attaches it- 
self. Never can it be trusted; it has 
killed many a democratic candidate for 
governor and for president, and now, 
whatever its intentions may be, it en- 
dangers the success of the democratic

LINCOLN ESCAPED. 


A Tain Attempt to Inoculate Him With 


Smallpox In 1801. 


During the exciting period of 1861 


great fears were entertained for the 
safety of the president, and every pre- 
caution was taken to insure his person- 
al protection. 


One morning there appeared at the 


White Honse a woman, closely veiled, 
demanding an immediate interview 
with Mr. Lincoln. Approaching Mes- 
senger Perkins, who guarded the door 
of Mr. Lincoln's private office, the vis- 
itor make known iier request and plead- 
ed earnestly that she be admitted to a 
personal interview. The doorkeeper's 
orders were, however, very strict, and 
finding her eloquence all in vain she 
finally compromised by confiding her 
message to the courteous but firm em- 
ployee. Taking him to one side, the 
veiled lady seized both his hands in hers 
and tenderly rubbed them as she ex- 
tracted a promise that he would imme- 
diately deliver her request to tho presi- 
dent. Perkins was almost overcome by 
a most peculiar odor that appeared to 
emanate from his companion and has- 
tened to get rid of her without creating 
a scene. 


No sooner had he accomplished this 


than he confided to one of the omcial 
household the effect produced upon him 
while in conversation with tho impor- 
tunate visitor. A physician who was 
present promptly divined the truth and 
instituted a search fur the woman, when 
it was learned that she bad driven rap- 
idly away in a carriage, and all trace 
was lost. Perkins was immediately or- 
dered to return to his home and await 
developments. 


Within the usual period he was taken 


ill with one of the worst oases of viru- 
lent smallpox on record, and for weeks 
lay at the point of death. Upon his re- 
covery the faithful messenger, whoso 
devotion to duty doubtless saved tho life 
of the president, was appointed by Mr. 
Lincoln to a permanent position on the 
clerical forca of th« war department.' ~ 


FIERCE NAYAL FIGHT 


THE 
WYOMING'S 
HEROIC BATTLE 


WITH THE JAPANESE. 


Afalntt Overwhelming Odd* the American 


Commander MoWujnU Fought One of the 


} Moct Daring and Suoeeufol Engage- 


ment* In the History of Marine Warfare, 


Strange as it may seem, the Wyo- 


ming's oriental battle is an almost tin- 
recorded chapter of our naval §nnals, 
though it ranks even higher in point of 
daring and success against overwhelm- 
ing odds than the defeat of the Ala- 
bama by the Wyoming's sister ship, the 
Kearsarge. 
But the Wyoming never 


•was ia very great luck as a naval star. 
She had her part throughout the civil 
war in all the hardest of blockading and 
cruising service, and fought well when- 
ever she had the chance, but she did 
not have tho luck of getting into the 
papers. She was sent off at the same 
time as the Kearsarge to cruise for that 
scourge of the seas, the Alabama, and 
just missed her by the merest chance 
oa two occasions in the China seas. 
, 


It was in 1868, toward the end of the 


dual reign of the tycoon and the mika- 
do, when Japan waa in the throes of 
civil -war, and the forces of the rebel 
princes were resisting to the last the 
passing of the old feudal system. The 
Prince of Nagato was one of these, and 
from his tiny kingdom that fronted on 
the strait? of Simouoseki -he declared 
himself lord paramount of everything in 
sight, including the neighboring seas, 
from -which he took generous toll as did 
ever the pirate chiefs of Tarifa. 
He 


had laid violent hands and hot shot 
upon the vessels of various powers, in- 
cluding Great Britain, France, the 
Netherlands and the United States. 


Meantime Prince Nagato throve and 


flourished by the strait of Simonoseki, 
and failing one day to wring tribute or 
blackmail by any other means he fired 
on the American merchantman Pem- 
broke and killed a couple of her crew. 
There -was another diplomatic protest of 
the combined foreign representatives to 
the Japanese government, and Com- 
mander McDugall, "who happened to be 
in port -with the Wyoming, suggested 
that if the mikado could not take a fall 
out of his rebellious subject' the Wyo- 
ming could and would without much 
urging. This struck the government as 
a good thing and an easy way out of the 
international difficulty, so McDugall 
was given carte blanche to settle ac- 
counts with the Prince of Nagato in bi- 
half of all the powers concerned, and 
he forthwith sailed away. 


It was the middle of July when the 


Wyoming found herself in the strait 
of Simonoseki and in sight of the shore 
batteries which were a part of the 
prince's defenses to seaward. Before 
she had time to open on the batteries 
two Japanese gnu boats loomed up, one 
ahead and" one astern, in the narrow 
strait, asd presently a third came cruis- 
ing out from among the neighboring is- 
lands. It -was a nasty place for a fight, 
MoDugall being without charts or pi- 
lots, and the odds were more than 
enough for Nelson himself, being 48 
guns of the three Japanese vessels to the 
26 of the old Wyoming, to say nothing 
of the batteries on shore. There was 
still a chance to ran, barring some dan- 
ger of grounding in the narrow channels 
among the islands, but the idea does not 
seem, to have occurred to any one aboard 
the frigate. 


Working to windward of the nearest 


Japanese, the Wyoming opened at long 
range and worked down on her till, 
when close aboard, there was nothing of 
the enemy left standing ^hove decks. 
The other two vessels had come Tip in 
the meantime and engaged the Ameri- 
can on either side, but she lay to and 
gave them shot for shot, port and star- 
board, till her gunners were smoke 
blind and the flame of the guns no lon- 
ger served to light the battlecloud that 
rolled in white billows over the smooth 
waters of the strait. It was desperate 
work in the shallow water, but the 
Wyoming was the best vessel, and she 
ontmaneuvered her two opponents from, 
start to finish, though twice agronnd 
and once afire, with as many men knock- 
ed oat from splinters and heat as from 
the enemy's shot.' 


Fighting themselves out of one 


smoke patch into another, the three com- 
batants circled around like two crows 
and a kingbird till they had drifted 
down in range of the shore batteries, 
which gayly took a hand in the game. 
But McDugall ran across the bows of 
one of his enemies, raked her as he 
went and left her a floating wreck, and 
then turned his attention to the bat- 
teries. The Wyoming's incr: rigged tb« 
smith's forge on deck and tossed hot 
shot into the works ashore till they set 
them afire and the soldiers fled, and the 
other Ja$s on the remaining cruiser, de- 
ciding enough waa as good as a feast, 
followed their example. 


So McDugall mended his rigging and 


patched his bulwarks, and meanwhile 
sent word to the recalcitrant prince to 
come down and settle or he would sail 
inland and shell the royal palace about 
its royal owner's ears. 


The prince, who was no less discreet 


than Colonel Crockett's coon, came 
down promptly, and of the resulting in- 
demnity $800,000 fell to the lot of the 
United States. It waa many years be- 
fore this money got into the treasury of 
the United States, but meantime the 
state department had charge of it and 
had invested it so well that there was a 
very little short of $2,000,000 finally 
turned over to the government, which, 
after all, was pretty good' pay for one 
day's fighting, with a loss of only five 
killed and six wounded.—Washington 
Post. 


BUFFALO'S ART PALACE. 


Permanent Building to Be Erected 


for Pu-Amerloaa VUltore. 


The city of Buffalo is Boon to have 


one of the most beautiful buildings in 
the western world, a public art gallery 
to cost upward of $300,000. The build- 
ing Is the gift of J. J. Albright, a liber- 
al patron of art, who desires to bertow 
upon bis fellow citizens a gift that will 
yield immeasurable pleasure and be- 
come a center of culture and refining 
Influence. The only conditions Impos- 
ed by the public spirited donor were 
that the city of Buffalo should furnish 
a site and that the Fine Arts academy, 
of Buffalo, which is made the custo- 
dian of the property, should raise a 
maintenance fund of $100,000. 
Tho 


city has already deeded the site, which 
» just within the limits of Delaware 


park, overlooking the beautiful park 
lake. The Fine Arts academy ba» also 
practically complied with the terms, 
and the work ot building will be hur- 
ried as rapidly as the conditions will 
permit The bnil£jng will' first be used 
as the art palace of the Pan-American 
exposition and then become the home 
of Buffalo's principal art collection. 


This magnificent edifice will be 250 


feet long by 150 feet wide, and the 
principal facade will look toward the 
east. The building will be upon a 
broad terrace 35 feet above the level of 
the lake which lies a few rods to the 
eastward. The principal approach will 
be along a gentle slope and up short 
flights of steps, the contour of the 
ground giving opportunity for stately, 
embellishment The terrace walla are 
to be of heavy granite blocks. Statua- 
ry, fountains, formal floral displays 
and lawns will complete the ornamen- 
tation of the terrace. 


The style of architecture chosen is 


the classic Greek, both the eastern and 
western facades showing rows of rich, 
graceful columns. The style la Ionic. 
A semicircular colonnado forms the 
central feature of the west or Elm- 
wood avenue front The building has 
broad wings at the extreme northern 
and southern ends, terminated 
by 


porches which will be reproductions of 
famous architectural works of ancient 
Greece. The highest peak is only 45 
feet above ground. The Brechtheum 
of Athens has been a prolific source of 
inspiration for the architects, Messrs. 
Green and Wlcke of Buffalo. The por- 
tico of the Erechtheum, famous for its 
caryatides, will be one of the works to 
be thus reproduced. The Erechtheum 
was an ancient temple and is one of 
the most interesting of the ruins of the 
Acropolis at Athens. It was rebuilt 
after the Persian invasion, about 400 
B. C. 


Entering the building by way of the 


main approach one comes first to the 
hall of statuary in the middle of the 
building, which is 71 "by 100 feet. Di- 
rectly west of this is the heniicycle, a 
large semicircular room with tiers of 
seats and _a rostrum, where lectures 
may be given before audiences of sev- 
eral hundred people. North of statu- 
ary hall will be a gallery 33 by 58 feet. 
On either side of the corridor leading 
to this gallery are library and board 
rooms. Beyond, Jn the extreme north 
wing, will be seven studio rooms con- 
nected by a.long corridor. In the west- 
ern part of the building are two other 
anterooms and four large galleries. In 
the large, light basement will be nu- 
merous other rooms for all sorts of 
uses in connection with the proper 
management of the building, such as 
bicycle" and cloak rooms, lavatories, 
janitors' quarters, electric lighting and 
heating, • picking • and storage. 
The 


building<iw$l be strictly fireproof, the 
materials Sv1jei£g •* white marble, steel 
beams, ori&k, cement and stone. The 
structure •w4H-*e?uirer2a,000 csbic feet 
'of marble. • JuS 'materials will be of 
the best eo'tlfat an enduring edifice 
may rejosaia -when present generations 
shall have vanished.

Schools for shoplifters are not adver- 


tised, but they thrive. Female Fagins 
ape no longer regarded as phenomenal 
criminals—they are considered well es- 
tablished eaemie&to the police. 
Vigil- 


ance versus shoplifters, though, is a 
contest in which the store thieves are 
invariably brought to grief. 


As a woman leading a little girl pass- 


ed from counter to counter in a Sixth 
avenue store one day last week another 
woman closely followed and never took 
her eyes off her. The woman with the 
little girl walked and talked rapidly. 
They asked for nothing; their eyes 
sought much. Their stops at various 
counters seldom lasted more than a 
second. When they had reached the 
jewelry department, their pace slack- 
ened. As they passed a counter where 
a sale of gold mounted combs was 
in progress the woman's arm flew 
out from beneath a black cape and back 
again. With the arm on its return trip 
had gono one of'the most handsome and 
expensive combs. 


On the woman and the little girl 


passed until they came opposite a tray 
of earrings. The clerk was about to re- 
turn the tray to its case. 


"What pretty stones, mammal" ex- 


claimed the child. 


"Yes, my dear," responded the wom- 


an, "but we won't look at them today." 


"Oh, yes. Let's stop. You know you 


promised to buy me some earrings for 
my birthday." 


"I know, but your birthday Is still 


far away." 


"Why, mamma, you know that it is 


next Tuesday." 


"My goodness 1 The child tells the 


troth. How time does fly! Well, we'll 
look at them, but I'll not promise you 
to buy them today." 


Then begins the examination of chil- 


dren's earrings. Mother and daughter 
look at them critically—they admire 
most of them. This goes on for several 
minutes, the mother protesting to the 
child that the purchase should not be 
made today. Diamond earrings of all 
sizes are in the tray. 


A customer steps up to make an in- 


quiry. The clerk turns her eyes for an 
instant toward her questioner. 
One of 


the largest of the diamond earrings 
gives a flash and is gone. The little girl 
comes between her mother and the 
coiuit*?. When the customer is gone, 
the little girl has two small earrings in 
her hand and says: 


"Won't you get mamma to buy me 


this pair?" 


While the clerk smiles and the moth- 


er is saying they will call again in a 
day or two the large diamond earring 
is being fastened inside the cape. The 
mother thanks the clerk, then they 
hurry from the store. 


They«re scarcely otrt on the sidewalk 


before a command is whispered in the 
woman's ear: 


"Beturu that stolen property." 
The girl takes to her heela A man 


follows and catches her. 


The woman calls it an outrage. She 


protests; says she'll make them pay for 
the insult. She grows hysterical. They 
lead the two back to a side door. They 
take them into the searcher's room. 
Then the woman detective carefully ex- 
amines all their clothing. The ehild 
cries. The woman becomes silent. She 
sees it's all up. What's the use of go- 
ing to the trouble of making another 
scene? The child is 12 years old and has 
been but a week under instruction. Be- 
ing arrested is new to her. 


A society takes the child. Her teacher 


in crime, the woman who posed as her 
mother, is held for trial 


This is but a sample case. Ia tha 


same store last week there were 15 ar- 
rests for shoplifting. Those of the pris- 
oners who had never been in such 
scrapes before were released. This par- 
ticular store tries to avoid the courts as 
much as possible. 


One woman who was arrested wore a 


shoplifter's skirt. This skirt consists 
chiefly of pockets. There are pockets of 
all widths and depths. This skirt is 
usually wom as an underskirt. An 
opening is provided in the overskirt, 
through which the pocket filled skirt is 
easily accessible. 


In the concealed pockets of the wom- 


an mentioned were found two pieces of 
embroidery, several rolls of silk braid, 
six remnants of silk, several pieces of 
jewelry and a pair of shoes. Two of the 
store detectives, a man and a woman, 
had watched the purloining of all these 
articles. 


It is the rule of most stores that no 


shoplifters are to be arrested' until they 
reach the street 
Scenes caused by ar- 


rests are very undesirable in a place of 
business. Besides this, those placed un- 
der arrest in stores often make the de- 
fense that they did not intend to take 
the goods away—they simply desired to 
examine them in a good light. 


One shoplifter, arrested last week, 


and one on whom the stolen goods were 
found, had six children at home. The 
youngest was 6 months old. The wom- 
an's husband has a good business. He 
furnished bail for her. 
When the pro- 


prietors of the store learned that the 
woman b,ad a 6-months-old child at 
home they withdrew the complaint 
against her. The woman's husband said 
he could not understand why she should 
wish to steal 


Store detectives deny that there is 


any such thing as kleptomania.

Showed Sirengh in Yesterday's Vote. 


An Important Amendment 


In the legislature yesterday the sen- 


ate by a vote of 12 to 8, with seven 
pairs (less than two-thirds of the sen- 
ators present), refused; to pass the 
Westminster chambers bill over tSe 
governor's veto. 


After considerably more sharp oppo- 


sition by Messrs. Post of Berkshire, 
Patch. of Middlesex and Tolman of 
Berkshire, the bill to enlarge and im- 
prove the probation service wag passed 
to be engrossed, nine to three, with 10 
pairs, amended by Mr. Innes of Suffolk 
so that probation officers "may" in- 


epvd of "shall" keep a record of all 


those put on probation. 


On a viva voce vote, without debate, 


the Keliher bill to extend the veter- 
ans' preference law to Spanish war vet- 
erans was rejected. The senator asked 
a roll-call, which resulted in 11 yeas, 
13 nays, with two pairs. 


It looks as if the opposition to the 


Fitchburg lease would develop consid- 
erable strength. 
While yesterday's 


effort to postpone the bill to Momuiv 
did not reveal the real status of the 
bill, yet the motion, to reconsider the 
assignment to today had 66 yeas to 6G 
nays, on a rising' vote, and the rail- 
road committee was opposed to the 
motion. The roll-call showed 83 yeas 
to 103 nays, but it is evident, at any 
rate, that the lease has no walk-over. 
Mr. Blood of Fitchburg gave notice 
he -would move the following amend- 
ment to the bill: 


Section 6—All contracts and agree- 


ments entered into between the Fitch- 
burg railroad corlpany and its loco- 
moti\-e engineers, firemen., conductors 
and trainmen, by comm.itteees. and 
now in force, in relation, to trips, hours 
of work, services and 
schedule of 


•wages and pay, shall be binding1 upon 
and observed by and inure to the ben- 
efit of the Boston and Maine railroa-1 
until canceled or changed by consent 
of both parties to such agreement. 


The bill limiting1 to 60 hours per week 


the hours of labor of county employes 
was amended by Mr. McClellan of Wor- 
cester so as to apply only to jails and 
houses of correction, and was tlien or- 
dered to a'third reading1.
